Under the supervision of Sister Alcuin, 
the English Department adopted a trend 
toward independent study by introducing 
new techniques and courses.

The Bishop Noll Science Department, 
under the sponsorship of Brother Bernard, 
attempts to give the science students the 
opportunities to reason out basic con¬ 
cepts and to relate them for practical use.
